British four-star hotel at -9.30 pm, to 
be told reproachfully: “We can only 
manage sandwiches, sir.” 


Over the next two years, our 
Automobile Association, Royal 
Autompbile Club, and Royal 
Scottish Automobile Club, | the 
triumvirate thot bestows — the 
stars, is fo make a eritical re- 
appraisal of every four-star- 
spangled hotel fn Britain, ‘Those 
that fall short will cither be re- 
classified or lose official recogni- 
tlon. 

The reason given is that ‘‘n 
number of four-star hotels, 
while they may be as good as 
ever they were, have not 
moved with the times and do 
not match the higher stand- 
ards of service, accommodation 
and food which is now In- 

~ ternationally expected of 
hoteis in this category.” 

The rucful chorus that this 
announcement provokes is part 
of an old and distressingly 
familiar story. Everyone, it 
seems, has a favourite tale 
about bad food or service en- 
dured in’a British hotel. 


COMPLAINTS 

There ure two thousand 
complaining setters every year 
lo suy that the A.A. Members’ 
Handbook — is being — rather 
badly over-optimistic In its 
definition of the standard = to 
be expected in our 144 - four- 
star hotels: 

“Exceptionally — well-appoint- 
ed hotels offering a high de- 
xree of modern comfort... 
ultractive, spacious, well- 
furnished public reoms,.. and 
lounges with un ample supply 
of comfortable armchairs; good 
Nghting and heating through- 
oul; day and night service; a 
hizh standard of food and 
service in the restaurant.” 

It is one of Hfe’s little 
mysteries why the British, 
who excel behind the coun- 
ter of a small sweets-and- 
tobacconist’s, cannot bring 
themselves to provide the 
same cheerful, courtcous ser- 
vice in an hotel, 

There have been storicvs trat- 
ted out recently about  flzzy 
orangeade served up for mom- 
ingt orange juice beeause the 
staff couldn't be bothered epen- 
ing tins (four-star); wine waiters 
who knocked cf! at 9 pm and 
Jett diners brandy-less (three- 
star); breakfastless pre-8 am 
departures (two-star). 

Perhaps too many of our 
hotel-keepers are in the wrong 
job. It seems the only kind ex- 
planation of the impression they 
tco often scem to convey that 
custemers—late ene, particular- 
ly—are an unwelcome nuisance, 

Our hotellers cannot go on 
for ever explaining that the 
cook went home at elght be- 
cause of the provisions of the 
Chtering Wages Act. They 
could, if they felt. like It, divest 
themselves occasionally of their 
black jackets and their dignity 
to whip up an omelette for a 
latecomer, Their opposite 
numbers in quite obscure 
European hotels have been doing 
so for years.
